UnioB, WM^as highly sueeeaiful and 
well-taltèir'as It was markedly exclu 
atve. Twenty-eight guests, each one 
of th«m an executive head or a 
campus loader, accepted the InvltO' 
tion of the Literary and Debating 
Society, and represented their organ 
liatlons at what promlsos to be the 
plunge of tbe Lit. Into a new era of 
collegiate and Intercollegiate popu- 
larity.. With tbe initiative and effort 
that Is a' constant augury of success 
in days to come, the c>xecuttvc of the 
society have, for tho firat time In the 
annals of the University, succeeded In 
getting an enthusiastic assembly of 
men of distinct note in college affairs 
to liston to an outline of plans for the 
Lit. ' And -tha' plans, as presented last 
evening, are Indeed such a departui-e 
from the hard-and-fast "Lit" routine 
of past years that they well merit 
the consideration and backing of 
every undergraduate of the Univer- 
sity. 

After a dinner that places the 
cuisine of the Union on a very high 
standard, and Incidentally serves to 
primlae welîfor the popularity of the 
Union for future banquets, President 
Abbott Introduced Jimmy Rica, who 
sang savsral highly enterUining 
songs, accompanied by Mr. McQueen.

It is njM our purpose to discuss the rtlative importance of the 
offices they fill but rather to consider their obligations. The officers 
of a society, elected by the members, are recognized as its leaders. 
That is as it should be. for the fact of election presupposes pre-emin- 
ence and ability. This being the case, it^s but right and_natural that 
'holders of offices should be looked upçn as the Big Meri of the Uni* 
versity, and it would be unfortunate if they were deprived of one jot 
or tittle of their rightfiil-ppcrogatiyes. > . 
... But he is a conceited self-seeker whose only purpose in accepting 

' >^Rîeis to gain a njw bit mf tinsel wherewith to substantiate his claim 
' to superiority over his fellows. He little cares whether the work he 

' is elected to do is carried out or not. True, such a man will not long 
be on any executive; but while he is there he may cause grave injury 
^ those he is supposed to serve. 

m Another offenderills ihe mifl'Jttho cilC ably fill three or four posii 
OS but who, to sa^fj^is owTTthirsFfofoffice, accepts a dozenj 
owing that some if; nio« all of them must suffer. The selfishness 
|o| this policy is despif ablç,, Jhe executive's only duty, as an execii» 
>tlTe, is to his office, and if he iii any way betrays the confidence placed 
in him with the position, he is unworthy of it. 
. ^ A third and possibly minor offender is he who leaves a post which 
i9ne but himself can-satisfactorily-fiili tt> ■Occupy another so-called 
' l^er one which another is able to administer with'equal if 'not 
^leater efnciency- 

* It is up to the students to see that their executives are the best 
!|iiawible. If a man mekes good, keepthim until a better one is found, 
lif an officer faib in his duty, remove him from his.office, or at least 
do not r»«Iect him. It behooves the ideal officer to attempt just so 
njnch as lie can successfully do and no more: in return for the oonfi- 
d^ce placed in him he must truly serve to secure a^ne and effective 
,;^;^Éinlni8tration, actuated by'an honest desire to do his best, an J care- 
%]|l)B8 of his "glory" in the eyes of others than his electors.

The second lecture In the Exten- 
sion Course on Journalism was dt- 
livered in the Arts Building yesterday 
by Mr. A. S. Archibald, ' assoc'ate 
editor of the Monwe^FSlar.' '"A.14i-Re 
number of students - w*ere"'prc elit, 
among whom were several members 
of tho "Dally" stiff." " 

Mr. Archibald opened with an illus- 
trated Sketch of the make-up of the 
••Autt of a big daily newspaper, and 
explained the dut^^^Migned to aach 
editor and his àÉsist'ants^ Tlie'gtikii- 
flcatlons for a Journalist were 'ii>arly 
stated. "Accuracy," 'ôald' Mr. Archi- 
bald, "is absolutely essential in Jour- 
nalism. Without this quality, no 
reporter can hope to hold his posi- 
tion." Among other Important qua'l- 
flcations, he emphasized the value of 
personaNty, a knowledge of some 
language besides English, and that 
mysterious "noSe for news" that 
every good newspaper man posjMsset. 
In preparing copy, tyjiewrltlng atid 
shorthand, whtiè not " Ws'dlûtely 
necessary. Is of véry great value. 
Simplicity and terseness are the chief 
requirements for a good newspaper 
article, for a 'reporter must be able 
to make himself understood by the 
most Ignorant of his readers and yet 
not offend the most educated by the 
use of poor English. "'" " 

In conchmign, Mr. Archibald passed 
around a certain newspaper article 
<«talch he advised his bearers to criti- 
cise. Next Tuesday «vening, at 6.00 
o'clock, another lecture will , be given 
In the Arts Building, and it is hoped 
that even more will take advantage'of 
this opportunity to obtain some 
knowledge of Journalism.

Last night the MeOill SocUl Service 
Club held its second meeting for the 
session, in Strathcona Hall, at 7.30 
p.m. 

The attendance was. somew.hat .be- 
low the average or such gatherings 
which Is very disappointing -'to. those 
who are actively and enthusiastically 
engaged upon ,thls fascinating and 
helpful work. It seems to be a great 
pity that more of the student body 
at McOlll could not hrfve found a few 
minutes to back up this very worthy 
objeet 

The President, Mr.. O. F.. Beanilsh, 
wsf unable to attend having been 
called away very suddenly to Ottawa, 
but the chair was ably occupied by 
the vice-president, Mr. Hart 

After the reading and adoption of 
the minutes a lively discussion' took 
place as to the advisability of carry- 
ing on the proposed scheme of sur- 
veying under suitable- supervision, a 
block chosen , for the -work, and ob* 
serving at close quarters the condi- 
tions under which some of our city 
laborers are now llvlnp;. There was 
no doubt in the minds of those mem- 
bers present aS to the possibility of 
such a survey being brought . to a 
succeesful issue. It is a very weighty 
matter, one which would call for tact, 
perseverance and patience from those 
who undertake It. The work afi 
tempted would take possibly two or 
more years and the résulta would be 
very unappealing to begin with. 

.Mr. Hart pointed out how the idea 
bad originated at McGill. taking as 
lU precedent a similar survey carried 
out In Sheffield. England, by a small 
number of enthusiastic social service 
workers. The result «t: that, survey 
was the publication of a very stirring 
book, setting forth clearly some of the 
terrible conditions which, had come 
under the notice of these men. No 
attempt was made in that survey to 
improve' or even suffgeSt improve- 
ment for those oonditlons, but once 
the matter had bene placed definitely 
before the general .public, reforms. 
Improvements and beneflts came as. a 
natural consequence of such heroic 
efforts on the part of that few, to 
portray thingf which perhaps had 
never occurred to the average man. 

Some preliminary work was car- 
ried out In this connection during the 
past summer but it iras generally, fejt 
that acarceiy enough „^a«, ^.opo. .(p 
start things as successfully as might 
have been. This error can^ be quite 
made up by t right application of 
enthusiastic support and co-operation. 
Surely there can be found In .McGlll. 
not merely the ten men required for 
this work, but many mope, to pledge 
themaelvea to one night a week In 
this connection. . _ '^ 

It ie not a question which coiic^r'tis 
a few so-called social' service cmnks, 
but a vital throbbing duty for all who 
can possibly find the time to assist, 

Surely no student who boR seen 
anything of the epp«.llln{( social con- 
ditions right here in 6'ùt-Jovi'n city, 
can have the heart to turn *way and 
leave it for "the other fellow" to help. 
aifo. It is a vary Important .ftjplo 
from the purely educational point of 
view. No student can call himself 
educated until he knows of ftueh con- 
ditions and ts ready to help in every 
way he possibly can. . 

There are some who have already 
pledged themselves to take an active 
part in this survey, not partisls or 
students with a light otirrjeoluin/bni 
men who have Just M'ïârày'leeinféii 
to attend and Just as niany ac'tlvltlèiii 
as anyotie 'at Mcdlll; in otlièr wiAiu', 
men who will give something to help 
a big cause, aiid who look for no gain 
for. themselves directly. 

A letter from Director Kklk, of the 
Social Servlca Depart^pent ivoa. then 
read to tfie meeting. In it the Dir- 
ector spoke of the. -wi^cÎM- activities 
of thé club, in glôwînV terms. He 
regretted that better itreparatlon had 
not been made -for thé block survey 
but suggested that, in the event of 
ineufflcient- support being found to 
carry it on, the energies of the clttb 
could be devoted admirably to the 
Iverlc.v Settlenioiit where fifty boy«
